Avila  will  host  William  D.  Ruckel- 
shaus, lawyer,  and  government  ad- 
ministrator, November  4,  at  8:00  p.m. 

Ruckel- 
shaus, U.S.  Deputy  Attorney  General, 
was  fired  in  the  “Saturday  Night 
Massacre”  which  became  a catalyst  in 
the  drive  to  impeach  President  Nixon. 
Briefly  he  was  acting  Director  of  the 
FBI  before  Clarence  Kelley  was  se- 
lected to  head  the  Bureau. 

The  speech,  funded  by  the  Missouri 
Committee  for  the  Humanities,  will 
examine  “The  Law:  Promoting  or  In- 
fringing Upon  Individual  Rights?"  and 
will  be  followed  by  questioning  from 
the  audience  and  from  a panel  of  in- 
terested professionals:  Mr.  Arthur 
Benson,  Attorney  at  Law,  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union;  Mrs.  Julia  Hill, 
President,  Kansas  City  Chapter  of 
NAACP;  and  Reverend  Thomas 
Wiederholt,  Chaplain,  Avila.
